He must 
know bloodlines and heredity, but above all he must be able to

The breeder who reaches the top will find his efforts rewarded, 
and he will attain a certain satisfaction and pride that comes 
from a job well done. Such men continue to recognize the 
duties and responsibilities that face them as purebred breeders 
They look to the future with optimism.

entire industry.

@ Ac the beginning of 1960, the DHIR program was started with Guernsey breeders in the 11 
states that have DHIA records computed by the processing center at Cornell University. This 
program is progressing nicely, and will be offered to Guernsey breeders in other areas in ac- 
cordance with the schedule published in the December 23, 1959, issue of the Guernsey Breeders 


Journal, page 14319 


@ Many breeders are writing to the office and asking one of two questions. Is the DHIR 
record for a 305-day or a 365-day period? What cows may be excused from test? The DHIR 
record is only for 305 days and a complete lactation record. The 305-day record will be used in 
the performance programs of the Club, and the lactation record will be used for crediting the 
cow with her lifetime production. There is no 365-day class in DHIR. Cows which may be 
excused from the DHIR test are those cows which may be excused from DHIA in your State 
If you have any questions we suggest that you contact your DHIA tester or the Superintendent 
of DHIA testing in your State

THE IDEAL GUERNSEY COW
